Drapery Workroom Takes

For instance, what could be more modern 
than to jaunt away to a business appoint¬ 
ment by airplane?

So, back to Kenora, catch our train, and 
home on the “Canadian” with “mission ac¬ 
complished,” satisfied customer—and on with 
the job!—Henry Thompson, 1767.”

ALERTNESS isa big factor in en¬ 
suring both your personai and job 
safety! Keep your work area free 
from trash, traffic hazards, acci¬ 
dent causes, However, DON’T try 
to fix technicai troubles that are 
outside your duty or skill. DO 
report them quickly to the re¬ 
sponsible person or department. 

FIRE, of course, is a most 
dreaded danger to Safety. Only 
about a dozen incipient fires had 
to be handled here in the last 
year—but any outbreak can be 
dangerous—lives endangered — 
Jobs too! Report anything that 
looks like causing trouble. 




ELECTRICAL work and installa¬ 
tions are important things to 
watch! Be careful with plugs; 
check all the time for loose con¬ 
nections, frayed wire covers, vis¬ 
ible sparking . . . report any de¬ 
fects or irregularities. If neces¬ 
sary, turn off the machines or 
power rather than take a chance 
on running until the arrival of 
competent electrician. 

TAKE CARE! — when handling 
heavy objects and lifting awk¬ 
ward or heavy articles. When 
stacking goods—when cuts, abra¬ 
sions or other injuries are in¬ 
curred at work — get Company 
hospital treatment. Take care of 
other employees by not making 
or leaving hazards.
